THE WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA

De Aar, Cape CoLony, Oct. 31 


HILKE THE actual tighting is go 
ig on across the couptry, on 
the Natal frontier the prepara- 


mis for what is planned to be the real 
var are hastening forward at this place, 
sixty miles from the southwestern corner 
f the Free State. Three weeks ago this 
vas a railway junction with a post-office, 
i country crossroads’ store, a tavern and 
i few small cottages, mainly for the rail- 
road employés.

that sympathy is not asked for by any one in either 
place. Cecil Rhodes’s boast, that he is as safe as he 
would be in Piccadilly, is said to be literally true by 
those who know how strong the Diamond Capital is in 
armed men and natural defences. I think it more than 
likely that the imprisoned folk in both these places are 
more anxious about Ladysmith in Natal than they are 
about their own fortunes, for the native runners keep 
them informed aud they know that we are all expect- 
ing to hear of a third great battle in Natal, where 
the rocky hills provide the fighting ground which the 
Boers love—not best, as I was gcing to say, but ex- 
clusively; for any other sort of battleground they 
abominate and sheer as clear of as they can, 

The native runners of whom I speak are the Kaffirs 
on this side, and the Basutos and Zulus of the east 
coast. Since I have never heard of such messengers 
anywhere else, I think it probable that they are the most 
wonderful of the kind in the world. They are capable 
of running almost as far as our Indians, who have been 
known to cover oue hundred miles in twenty-four hours; 
but it is not by running that they do either the most or 
the best of their work. This they do by shouting their 
messages from hill to hill—a far speedier medium of 
communication than leg-work. In previous wars be- 
tween the natives and either the British or the Boers 
it often happened that the first news of notable en- 
gagements was gained from the natives in Cape Town, 
Durban, Port Elizabeth and such places. In this war 
the result of the battle of Glencoe reached Cape Town 
nearly forty-eight hours before the overburdened tele- 
graph wires brought it to the newspapers. It trans- 
pired, as it always does, in the gossip of the negroes 
among themselves. They do not go to either the au- 
thorities or the newspapers with the information which 
flies to their ears over half a continent. White men 
overhear them talking at their work and question them, 
At first, when they heard the negroes say their news 
was ‘‘cried’’ or “*hollered’’ to them, they made light of 
it; but to-day they value it as highly as you

man who did not dare to vouch for it because he had 
been but nine days in Africa and did not know the 
value of “‘runners’ stories.”’ The reason why such 
stories are reliable is that whatever mes 
by a native negro is never altered by any one who 
forwards it, though it may be passed along by two 
thousand men. The precise words that are uttered 
by the first man are the identical oneg which the last 
one hears. White men have often tested this by send- 
ing messages in this way, and no one has ever known 
the message delivered to have been exaggerated, dimin- 
ished or altered in the slightest degree.

Ir 1s fortunate for the British that they have no 


yellow press such as magnified the military mistakes 
at the beginning of the war with Spain. Otherwise 
the sensational reporters would find their opportunity 
here. Mistakes are oeing made even in this well- 
considered and long-expected contest. They are the 
reverse of those which we made in Cuba. There we 
disembarked a large force of men without having pro 
vided any local base of supplies or equipments, leaving 
them to await the work necessary for their future sub- 
sistence. Here the British planted a camp of great pro- 
portions and stocked it with nearly a million pounds’ 
worth of every sort of stores and ammunition. Noth- 
ing for the provision of practically a whole army corps 
was overlooked. Blankets, saddles, harness, carts by 
the hundred, horses in hundreds, mules by the thou- 
sands, canvas, clothing, groceries, tinned foods, ammu- 
nition—all these stores in specially made houses and iu 
corrals suddenly turned the veldt of the edge of the 
Karroo Desert into an army city which is soon to be 
a military metropolis. Three miles and a half of 
ground is already littered with buildings and tents, 
Here we already have the camps of the infantry, the 
artillery, the medical corps, the native drivers and 
transport men (one thousand strong), the Royal En-

Not all this grew up with the food, so to speak, for 
we have had no artillery here until the last two or three 
days. With General Buller’s arrival at Cape Town we 
heard that some of the villages near the Free State bor- 
der had been abandoned, and the next thing we knew 
their former small defences were sent to us, It wasa 
wise move, Already two or three minor places had 
fallen into the enemy’s hands, after great loss of life, 
on the Natal frontier, and the only possible fate of 
these unimportant and unworthy villages near us would 
have been either the slaughter or the surrender of the 
troops that could not have held them agginst such force 
as the Boers could have sent to assault them. Better 
yet, Sir Redvers Buller concentrated these small forces 
here in an endeavor to do with them what the Roman 
symbol did with the slender rods, which, singly, had 
little strength, yet, in union, defied breakage. In this 
way we came to have last week a battery and a half 
(nine modern guns) and four hundred men of a Berk 
shire regiment, as well as Major Rimington’s two hun- 
dred American, English, Irish and Afrikander rough 
riders, who truly look as if, in a campaign against the 
Old Nick himself, they would succeed in making things 
hotter than anything that that subterranean poten- 
tate had ever experienced in his own domains

hear only rumors of the truth that you know fully in 
America) the Britishers discovered their treachery by 
means of a balloon and punished them with commend- 
ible slaughter. -But Major-General Wood has done far 
more than this. He discovered what the yellow jour- 
alists would have made far too much of had this been 
in American campaign, and that was that an entire 
range of hills in whose shadows this camp lies had not 
wen fortified or even occupied by his troops. De Aar 
es in a great basin walled by a range of hills far off on 
the east and another close by on the west. The ones 
to the westward are so close to the camp that the Boers 
light almost perforate the tents with pistol-fire, yet 
these were wholly neglected, while fortitications were 
uilt upon the more distant easterly hills. The theory 
evidently was that the attack would come from their 
direction, The major-general in command did not wait 
i day, but instantly ordered a thousand laborers to build 
trenches and breastworks on the nearer hills, so that at 
ist all the natural defences around the camp are in the 
inds of the British and guarded by day as well as night. 

I write you these details because the enemy is close 
us and moving slowly nearer. Colesberg and Naau- 
port on the north were occupied by a commando as soon 
is we retired from them. Our withdrawal was very 








wise, because it has been impossible, and of no possible 
use to try—as was apparently the first plan—to hold 
every collection of cottages on the map, It is only a 
small commando of four hundred men that we have 
seen advancing upon us, but my readers must remember 
that this colony is so full of men of Dutch descent that 
we are practically in an enemy’s country, and four hun- 
dred men moving upon us would swell to eight hundred, 
even to a thousand, perhaps, before they had marched 
very far in the colony. It is impossible, in a newspaper 
article, to make any one who does not know the condi- 
tions here realize how very necessary this war is f 
preservation of England’s colonies in this continent. It 
is just as essential for the defence of justice; because

IFTEEN passenger coaches, hauled by No. 2033 

F —the newest and the biggest locomotive in the 

New York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
shops—were required, on December 5, to convey the 
guests invited to witness the launching, at noon, at 
Morris Heights on the Harlem River, of the torpedo- 
boat destroyer Bailey, the first of three of that type 
authorized by Congress in 1897. 

As a spectacle and a social event the launch may be 
counted a great success. The weather. was perfect, the 
high bluffs of Fort George, directly opposite, cutting off 
a sharp northerly breeze, and allowing the full benefit 
of the sunshine to reach the spectators. 

Five thousand of the following steel-engraved invita- 
tions had been sent out, and as a result three thousand 
five hundred persons were present: 

“The Gas Engine and Power Co, and Charles L, Sea- 
bury and Co., consolidated, cordially invites you and 
your friends to be present at the launching of the U. 8. 
torpedo boat Bailey on Tuesday, December 5, 1899, at 
twelve o’clock, noon. Morris Heights-on-Harlem, New 
York City. Music by Lander, Special train for guests 
will leave Grand Central Station, Hudson River Wait- 
ing Room, at eleven o'clock, returning half hour after 
the launching. Train will stop at 125th Street Station.” 

At least a thousand women graced the scene, at- 
tracted doubtless by the fact that Miss Florence Beek- 
man Bailey, a granddaughter of the late Rear-Admiral 
Theodorus Bailey, who was second in command with 
Farragut in his actions at Forts Philip and Jackson, 
was to christen the boat. The fair visitors and their 
escorts climbed on board an old scow, and squeezed 
themselves into every nook and corner that afforded a 
point of vantage on the piers. 

The launching party, which occupied the platform 
with Miss Bailey—who is a daughter of Edmund §8. 
Bailey, a broker of this city—-were Miss Mary de P. 
Bailey, her sister; Mrs. Booeram, Mrs. Zinsser, Mrs. 
Van Duhn, the Misses Lawrence, Culver, Lord, Schoon- 
maker and Foulke. Other guests included Mrs. Jacob 
Wendell, Jr., Mrs. Frank Sloane, Edmund §. Bailey, 
Chester B. Lawrence, W. M. Hoes, E. Platt Stratton, 
W. R. T. Jones, and these yachtsmen: Commodore 
Clarence Postiey of the Larchmont Yacht Club, Com- 
modore J. B. Metealf of the Rhode Island Yacht Club, 
David Banks, Henry Belknap, Alexander Williams, 
Alfred Marshall, C. T. Pierce, F. B. Jones, and George 
Clark, 

The clocks were striking the noon hour when the 
last wedge was driven and the shapely hull began to 
glide down the ways. At that moment Miss Bailey 
broke a ribbon-bedecked bottle of American champagne 
on the boat’s sharp stem, at a point where the red 
water-line cuts the war-color paint, saying as she did 
so, ‘‘I name thee Bailey.”’ 

While the steam whistles screeched and the assem- 
bled throng cheered, with ‘‘Old Glory’? snapping in the 
breeze at her stern, and the Union Jack at her bow, 
Uncle Sam’s new warship took her maiden plunge. As 

soon as she floated she was hauled alongside a pier, 
vhere she will lie while her engines and boilers are 





placed. 
The Bailey is the first torpedo-boat destroyer 
vunched in the Harlem River. A pleasing feature 


about her is the fact that she is entirely of American 
manufacture. After drafting the plans of her hull— 
which he fashioned specially for speed—Charles L. Sea- 
bury submitted them to the Navy Department. They 
were accepted, and so was the firm’s bid of $210,000 
for the construction of the boat. 

In these days of fast steam war vessels, when inter 
national competition is keen between the Thorneycrofts 
in Europe, the Herreshoffs and others in America, the 
man who, through superior model or engines, succeeds 
in adding a knot or more to the contract speed will be 
regarded with wonder and respect, for a time at least. 

This the Seaburys hope to do. Their contract calls

that the Bailey will make thirty-one knots, and perhaps 
a trifle more, To this end every ounce of weight has 
been sacrificed to gain speed, for it will be this boat’s 
mission to chase, capture and destroy an enemy’s tor- 
pedo boats. 

The average thickness of the Bailey's steel hull is 
three-eighths of an inch. The crank shafts and other 
working parts of the engines—which are of the four 
cylinder, triple-expansion type—-are hollow, and made 
of oil-tempered nickel steel, said to be the strongest 
metal in existence. 

The boilers—four of them, of the Seabury water-tube 
type—are also of the lightest possible make. With the

The family of Admiral Bailey has presented a loving 
cup for the new ship’s wardroom. It is ten mches 
high; it bears engravings of the Admiral’s head and 
of the vessel, and also the following inscription 

“In honor of Rear-Admiral Theodorus Bailey, born 
1805, died 1877, who in peace or war for fifty-nine 
years so gallantly served in the navy of our land, this 
cup is dedicated. In the U.S.S. Cayuga, he led the 
fleet of Admiral D. G. Farragut through the fire of Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip and opposing vessels, April 24, 


1862. It was a contest between iron hearts in wooden 
vessels and ironclads with iron beaks, and the iron 
hearts won.”’

Rear-Admiral Theodorus Bailey, after whom the new 
torpedo-boat destroyer was named, was born in Platts 
burg, N. Y., April 12, 1805. He was the grandson 
of Colonel John Bailey, an officer of the Revolutionary 
army, and a son of Judge William Bailey. fter hav 
ing witnessed the battle of Lake Champlain, in 1814, in 
which Commodore Mac Donough, commanding the Ameri 
ean fleet, gained a victory over the English naval forces, 
young sailey determined to become a naval officer 

In January, 1818, his uncle, General Theodorus 
sailey, then United States Senator from New York, 
had him appointed as midsiiipman. Nine years later

the battle of Belmont,

act of courage. But the whole outlook of South 
African affairs now seems changed. Rome was not 
a day, and it will too evidently take months, 
ng themselves, before the Union Jack waves 
over Pretoria. Meanwhile there is every sign that the 
nation ardently supports the government. But it is 
nevertheless widely realized ¢hat this campaign will 
prove one of the most difficult of any on which Great 
Britain has ever embarked. The tough tenacity of the 
Boers could scarcely be surpassed. It is do or die with 
them, and when death becomes their doom they not only 
die hard but with the bravery of anflinching patriots. 
Many mercifully minded people are shuddering at the 
thought that now, after thousands have been slain on 
both sides, the Transvaal has not yet even yielded its 
soil to British troops. Of course the expenses of the 
war will be prodigious for England. If there is any 
truth in a recent report that the German Emperor has 
offered mediation as a representative of the Great 
Powers, financial than humane motives may 
operate in some arrangement of peace. Still, this mode 
of action is against the policy and tradition of Britannia. 
She might pursue it with dignity in the present case, 
because neither Republic is at all her equal in strength. 
But the chances are that she will accept no external in- 
whatever. She has set her hand to this 
sanguinary work, and will doubtless carry it on unaided 
to the bitter end. 
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Even a change of government at the next elections 
might produce no peaceful results. A Libera] Cabinet 
might not in the faintest way alter 4hé unflinching 
progress of the war, no matter how long it continued. 
Since the death of Mr, Gladstone it may be said that 
nearly all the Whigs have become Tories, and that 
while, during his administration, a relatively harmless 
Majuba Hill was possible, anything save an unrelenting 
sequence of them is now quite the reverse. Men like 
Mr. Morley, Mr. Lecky, like the late John Bright, seem 
no longer to possess influence in politics. They are 
socially respected, but little more. Imperialism is so 
popular nowadays that no statesman exists who would 
stand a chance (whatever were his principles or aspira- 
tions) of stemming its tide. Myriads of sensible, thought- 
ful Englishmen will tell you that they detest war, but that 
the destiny of their country now makes it for the time 
requisite. They will insist that it is no motive of aggres- 
sive selfishness which causes Britons to accelerate civili- 
zation by means of musket and Maxim. Their argument, 
briefly put, is this: ‘‘We are an immense and rapidly in- 
creasing empire; we need elbow room, and we take it 
from savages whom we would gladly instruct and ele- 
vate by peaceful methods, but whose defiance prevents. 
In subdui them we use merely compulsory cruelty. 
Afterward we claim right over our conquered territo- 
ries, but we rule them with no tyrannic stress, Through 
our open door all the world of well-ordered mankind is 
invited freely to pass. Let them come or go as they 
please. We will accord them naturalization as citizens 
if they so desire, and above all things we should abhor 
the idea of demanding from them taxes while denying 
them Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and 
every colony which we hold by conquest, are living 
attestations of this truth.”

Lord Methuen, if he is not fated to perish in some 
future ‘‘battle of Belmont,’’ will doubtless receive un 
earldom for his late brilliant leadership.

Since 1890 he has been 
a major-general. All his life (and he was born in 1845) 
has been devoted to military pursuits. He was 
on special service to the Gold Coast in 1873; later he 
was made military attaché at Berlin; he held the place 
of Commandant at Headquarters in the Egyptian ex- 
pedition of 1882, and he also headed Methuen’s Horse 
and the Bechuanaland field force in 1885. Hardly two 
years ago he helped to quell the Afridis in northern 
India. It seems odd that so confirmed a fighter should 
be the patron of two livings. He has been twice wedded, 
and his heir, the Honorable Paul Ayshford Methuen, 
child of his second marriage, is now thirteen years old. 
Yet even while I write of Lord Methuen as a fresh 
potential ‘‘hero,’’ there comes news that perhaps he 
has been defeated at Graspan. All London to-night is 
in a perturbed state, and tales of a great slaughter by 
the Boers, with the capture of the Ninth Lancers, are 
flying about town. To-morrow may bring happier tid 
ings, but to-night there will be many sleepless eyes in 
London and elsewhere. So, while the lightnings of 
war kill, do its thunders evoke fantastic echoes.

Much bitter feeling has been roused by the insulting 
caricatures of the Queen just published in French illus- 
trated papers. One has given special offence—that in 
which Victoria is represented as kneeling before Presi- 
dent Kriiger, who advises her to be of good heart, since 
she is only dethroned in the opinion of honest people. 
Other drawings, however, are described as foul beyond 
words. Caricature has long been too much lensed in 
the comic journals of all countries. England herself 
has not behaved at all blamelessly in this respect, nor 
have we Americans, nor has Germany, nor has Austria. 
Nevertheless, it is veraciously urged, male potentates 
have thus far alone suffered from the slings and arrows 
of outrageous ridicule. Englishmen everywhere insist, 
and with justice, that the long and pure life of their 
Queen should keep her personality inviolate against 
ribald foreign Undoubtedly a 
arriére pensée with respect to the Dreyfus case has 
stimulated the insults of French sheets. But 
Great Britain, in her detestation of all that villany, 
merely shared the censorious disgust of other nations. 
And if revenge be the sole impulse which now agitates 
**Le Rire’’ and its libellous mates, then there is comfort 
for Albion in reflecting that these were the papers wholly 
sympathetic with one of the most loathsome persecutions 
modern times have witnessed. The true Republican or- 
gans—those which deplored with eloquent sorrow the 
disgrace of their country—already condemn and decry 
what their neighbors across the Channel perhaps, after 
all, take too seriously. The best-ruled city is subject to 
a street-mob, and is it not unfair to visit upon Paris a 
folly and misdemeanor of which troops of her decent 
citizens are entirely guiltless?) There has not been war 
between England and France for a century. If ever it 
should come again there should surely exist better rea- 
son for it than the random scurrility of a few professional 
lampoonists. 
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And so it turns out that the Irishman who has pur- 
chased the Muckross estate in Killarney is not an 
Americo-Irishman at all, nor a syndicate composed of 
such individuals, but Lord 
Ardilaun, son of the late Sir Benjamin Guinness, 1 
call him a grandee, for he certainly is one in every 
monetary and social sense, His father, it is true, was 
a brewer, and his ancestors for several generations were 
brewers as well. Who has not heard of Guinness’s Ale, 
Stout, and Porter, and who, for that matter, has not, at 
some period of his life, imbibed these foamy potions? 
But the Guinnesses long ago made their millions of 
pounds, and after the gathering together of great wealth 
came a desire to shine as “‘aristocrats.’’ The easiest 
path toward such achievement, in England, is charity, 
and the entire Guinness family have been public bene- 
factors for a long time past. Lord Ardilaun and his 
brother were both made peers since about 1880, Their 
father restored St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, at a cost 
of two hundred thousand pounds. Lord Iveagh has 
spent five hundred thousand pounds in providing for 
the poor of both Dublin and London cheap and com- 
fortable abodes. Forty thousand pounds were ex- 
pended by Lord Ardilaun in making St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, a handsome park for the people. His 
reason for purchasing Muckross Abbey becomes appar 
ent when we remember that his wife springs of an 
ancient race who owned it for centuries. Lady Ardi- 
laun (a well-known entertainer both in London and at 
her country homes) was Lady Olive White before her 
marriage, a daughter of the Earl of Bantry. Her 
mother was one of the Herberts of Muckross. Hence, 
through maternal kinship to the late Countess of Bantry, 
she may be said, in a partial way, to restore the old Her- 
bert dignities. Perhaps her husband, before long, may 
use some of his big beer-made fortune in some new and 
splendid charity. Then, in all probabilty, he will be 
raised from the first Baron Ardilaun to the first Earl 
of Killarney. <A poetic title, surely, and one with no 
hint of hops about it! male heir 
will have his name changed from Guinness to Herbert, 
and the ‘*Killarneys’’ will be spoken of as a ‘historic 
race.’’ That is which families are con- 
stantly ‘‘reconstructed,’’ over here, and besides the 
striking instance of the Dukes of Northumberland 
many others could be cited.

TORPEDO BOATS BY RAIL 


PROBABLY the queerest thing so far estab- 
lished in the case of the French submarine 
boat Goubet is her transportation by rail from 
the docks of Paris-Samt-Ouen to the arsenal of

The good uncle or godfather who took a youngster to a pantomime when I was young was 
looked upon as a kind of beneticent fairy. It was the red-letter day of one’s life. First 
there was an early dinner at some City chop-house or at the Albion tavern, with its cosey 
| boxes, now removed forever from off the face of the earth—the famous Albion, where you 
might see Charles Dickens and Thackeray, who loved these nights at the play and were enter 
taining their friends’ in a similar fashion. One was almost too excited to eat, but I 
still retain memories of my earliest chop, or with oyster sauce, and the 
my attack on a polished tankard full of London stout or porter. 

Then came the theatre, old Drury, next door, which stands to this day, though muc!l 
smarter than it used to be; and, I may remark, they were liberal in those times, for they 
gave us butter upon bacon then, and a play by Shakespeare or the ‘‘Lady of Lyons’? was 
frequently “‘billed’’ in advance of the Christmas pantomime. 

It was immaterial to us whether it was orthodox or unorthodox for Clown and Pantaloo: 
to speak at all, but should consistently follow the example of Harlequin and Columbine, seeing 
that a pantomime or harlequinade means acting in dumb, show. We did not care a brass 
farthing if the silly old Pantaloon called the Clown ** Joey a ths Claes deleted. A Ok 
*un,’’ and kept the game alive with patter; nor bg a Boxing Night audience have forgive 
any Clown who omitted to sing **Hot Codlins’’ **Tippitiwitchet,’’ for there was a chorus to 
both which the gallery boys + enjoyed—a ya old chorus—with ‘‘Tol de Riddle Dol”’ 
nonsense for a refrain. 

The mere conventionalities of pantomime were very dear to pit and gallery alike, and wos 
be to the Clown who forgot the red-hot poker, the purloined sausages, or omitted to butter 
a slide or rub his head with the fatty part of a leg of mutton.
